Other forms 
of amusement also had been planned, but 
the entire program is now off. 

Federspiel has stopped “gambling” of 
this kind on previous occasions since he 
took office, but the fraternal orders have 
not attempted to run games of chance 
at fairs or other amusements 

Lockport has been noted in the past as 
a good spot for carnivals, but under the 
present district attorney—who is not ex- 
pected to serve more than one term—it 
is feared the town will prove a bloomer 
for the concession shows.

Mr. Rembusch, in a letter to The Bill- 
board. states the whole idea of the new 
organization is constructive and progres- 
sive. with no purpose or spirit to be un- 
friendly to anyone in the industry. He 
says the Associated Cinema Theaters’Cor- 
poration provides a means for the unat- 
tached theater owner to avail himself of 
the efficiency and wants of a circuit with- 
out the individual theater owner selling 
his theater or losing his identity 

The natural evolution of this industry 
and all other amusement enterprises, Mr. 
Rembusch points out. is for cireuits to 
be created in order to be able to select 
and command the best pictures or 
product, and the ownership of theaters 


by film companies is a move in the direc- 
tion of assisting and stimulating markex- 
ing of certain pictures owned by these 
companies. Since the producers have 
found it good policy, the individual thea- 
ter owners also should benefit from a 
similar idea. 

A booklet containing the plan of or- 
ganization, method of operation and copy 
of contract is now being distributed by 
the Associated Cinema Theaters’ Corpora- 
tion. The plan has been under advise- 
ment for more than a year and has been 
endorsed by theater owners thruout the 
country as feasible and equitable. Mr. 
Rembusch points out that it was pot in- 
tended to give the idea any publicity, but 
since there have been many requests for 
information and misleading stories are 


liable to be published it has now been 
deemed advisable to make the facts 
public. 


DRAMATISTS LIFT 
BAN ON PLAYS 


Playwrights May Now Submit 
New Scripts to Managers, But 
No Contracts May Be 
Signed Until Revised 
Agreement Is Ready 


New York. April 5.—The Dramatists’ 
Guild, follogying the successful conclusion 
of negotiations with the managers. has 
lifted the ban laid down February 2 
against submitting new plays to producers. 
It is ruled, however, that the playwrights 
must not sign contracts until the new 
basic minimum agreement is ready in its 
revised and final form. The blanks are 
momentarily expected to be ready for dis- 
tribution. 

A flood of new plays. held back for 
nearly two months, will be deluged upon 
the managers, it is said. Tentative nego- 
tiations are already under way, and 
authors are giving producers options in 
a number of cases until the new con- 
tracts are ready. 

The original contract, made public early 
in February, and providing a closed shop 
for playwrights, is being revised in three 
particulars, according to Arthur Garfield 
Hays, counsel for the Dramatists’ Guild. 

First, an agent will be appointed to act 
for both the dramatist and the manager 
in the case of motion-picture rights. The 
earlier form provided the author should 
make the sale for the film. collect the 
royalties and turn over not more than 50 
per cent to the manager who produced 
the play on the legitimate stage. — 

Second, the Guild’s power to declare a 
manager in bad standing by virtue of 
an assumed breach of contractual stipu- 
lations will instead be made a question 
for arbitration by three men, one to be 
appointed by the managers’ organization. 
one by the Dramatists’ Guild and the 
third by the two parties together. 

Third, in regard to basic period of pro- 
duction, a three-week run in New York. 
exclusive of Brooklyn and the Bronx. and 
75 days outside of New York will be 
called for instead of four weeks in New 
York and 60 days on the road. 

Hays explains that the main contract 
will still contain the provision that no 
manager who signs the basic agreement 
may contract with an ‘author not a mem- 
ber of the Dramatists’ Guild without the 
Guild’s consent. It, of course, will also 
stipulate that a Guild member may not. 
without the Guild’s consent, contract with 
ary manager who has not signed the 
basic main contract. 

The author (the term includes thé com- 
Posers) will have the right to examine 
the theater’s accounts in connection with 
the production. If the manager does not for- 
ward the author’s royalties within 10 days 
after the end of a given week. he will be re- 
quired to pay an extra 10 per cent. Fail- 
ing to pay for another 10-day period, he 
must add another 10 per cent. At the 
end of a third 10-day period, he forfeits 
his rights in the author’s creation.

Jupiter, the balloon horse, with 
Mabel Stark riding him, also has yet to 
make his appearance. Much of the 
material on the program is being served 
up as in previous years, but some of it 
has been given a new twist or a new 
manner of presentation, relieving the 
monotony and giving the impression of 
something new. 


To attempt to single out any one per- 
former or troupe of performers for in- 
dividual praise would not be to do justice 
to many lesser lights on the bill who 
possess much talent. There are many 
good punches in the program, yet no one 
outstanding act or routine. Much of the 
clowning is of a high order, but taken as 
a whole they are not the funny men they 
should be. This may be due to the pace 
at which the program travels, making it 
impossible to give much time to any one 
gag or the bits of any one group of Joeys, 
but a few more real laughs injected into 
this contribution to the evening’s enter- 
tainment would improve the performance. 
Circus fans come to see animal acts, 
aerialists, bareback riders, acrobats, 
gymnasts and other feats of strength and 
skill, but they also come to laugh at the 
men of mime. There are some new walk- 
arounds, prohibition coming in for its 
share of clown-alley satire. 

There are 24 displays, all of which 
will be treated individually in the more 
detailed account to follow. All are ar- 
tistes, clever in their own right, with their 
own bag of tricks or their own routine 
and their own way of putting their stuff 
over. All of it goes over. 

The sheer immensity of the program 
assembled this year by the Messrs. Ring- 
ling is still its outstanding feature. It 
will be difficult to surpass it in years to 
come. 

Opening in Holy Week as it did, and 
pulling against several dramatic and mu- 
sical attractions that have been having 
bie grosses for many weeks. the Big One 
Aid well to open as strongly as it did. 
Many of the old patrons remained loyal 
to the show and wended their way up- 
town to be on hand for the opening. 
Many people who had not been circus- 
goers when the show was downtown 
turned out to view it in its new home. 
The Jewish holidays helped business 
somewhat. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that when the show departs after 
its engagement of four weeks and four 
days in its Eighth avenue home it will 
have played to much greater crowds than 
ever before in its history during a New 
York run. The New Garden seats 14,135 
people, so there is little reason to believe 
there will be any turnaways. About the 
biggest crowd that can be expected will 
be the 13,500 orphans that will be enter- 
enes on Orphans’ Day, Monday, April 


There are a few rows of seats in the 
rear of the ground floor &nd also in the 
mezzanine from which it is difficult to 
view everything taking place during clown 
walk-arounds or hippodrome bits and to 
see the highest of the aerial acts, but the 
huge capacity of the New Garden makes 
it possible to exceed the receipts at any 
one performance in the old Garden, even 
with these seats held out at the ticket 
offices and not placed on sale. 

Speculators are making an attempt to 
secure tickets, but the management has 
already taken steps to curb this menace 
as much as possible, keeping these ven- 
ders out of the lobby and off the streets 
in front of the building. The usual down- 
town sale is taking place at Macy’s and 
Gimbel’s department stores as in the past. 


The scale prevailing is from 75¢c to $3 at 
both afternoon and evening performances, 
with children under 12 years of age being 


admitted to all seats over $1.10 at half- 
price. 

The New Madison Square Garden con- 
tains many excellent features not found 
n the old Garden, but, like any building 
of its huge size, it has some defects. 
There is but one runway thru which 
horses, tableaux wagons, etc., both en- 
tering the arena and leaving it, must go. 
This makes for slight confusion and a 
little slowing up of things. Dressing 
rooms are scattered all over the building, 
some temporary ones even having been 
arranged. Close to 300 stalls had to be 
constructed in the basement to provide 
for the stock. Most of the elephants were 
housed in the menagerie, which is in the

Exposition Halli in the basement, with 
staircases just off both 49th and 50th 
streets leading to it The Exposition 
Hall, which contains both the menagerie 
and the side show, and the Strange Peo- 
ple on raised platforms down the center 
of the hall, makes for an ideal display. 
The acoustics seem to be much better 
than in the old building, all announce- 
ments and music being easily heard. 
The New Garden appears to be just 
slightiy wider and slightly longer, as far 
as the arena is concerned, than the old 
one. Three rings and two stages were 
erected on it. This year five herds of 
elephants and five horse acts perform at 
the one time in these spaces. The build- 
ing itself appears to be higher; that 
is, higher inside the “big top” part of it. 
there being no upper stories to it. It 
takes many more ushers, candy butchers, 
etc., to serve the patrons in this new 


place, but with double the capacity this 
is easily understood. 
Every performer and all animals 


noticed the strangeness, the newness of 
the place, but will gradually become ac- 
customed to it in time. The new home 
is grand and large, but the intimacy of 
the old Garden, with the scent of saw- 
dust and animals pervading it, is gone. 
There are perfume machines in the lobby. 
Shades of P. T. Barnum! 


The Program 


Considering the newness of the sur- 
roundings and the minimum time allowed 
the various troupes to become accustomed 
to the huge “lot”, the first night per- 
formance was @ revelation in the way of 
quickly straightening out a show and 
making a few rehearsals result in a 
smooth performance run off without a 
single hitch. Deviation from the original 
program was slight and affected but two 
displays, more or less of minor import- 
ance. 

Lew Graham was again on hand as 
announcer, while Fred Bradna once more 
proved himself a competent, fast-thinking 
equestrian director who kept the show 
moving at all times. Acoustics of the 
New Garden, due to the excellent amplify- 
ing system, made it possible for the an- 
nouncer’s voice to carry clearly to every 
corner of the house and likewise aided 
the activities of Mr. Bradna in directing 
the performers. 

Display No. 1—Prelude Pageant, fol- 
lowed by the Garland Cavalcade, With 
the powerful flood-lights bathing the en- 
tire arena in a warm sunlight effect, 
Drum Major Oscar Andresen marched 
forth at the head of the superb spectacle, 
cutting a dashing figure, with plenty of 
high-knee action, commanding person- 
ality and perfect time to the stirring 
strains of the band. This display is one 
of the few in which striking improve- 
ments have taken place, with the result 
that the show starts off with a kick as 
positive as anywhere in the show. The 
jeweled cars, designed by members of the 
Ringling Brothers’ staff, are an outstand- 
ing feature and a new wrinkle in tableau 
wagons in such tournaments. The minia- 
ture mirrors in countless numbers are set 
in solid cement and are practically un- 
breakable—the flash can’t miss. Also new 
were the llamas and zebras, seen for the 
first time broken to harness and adding 
further to the novelty of the ‘wagons. 
The Grand Garland Cavalcade concluded 
the pageant and gave it the final punch 
due to the intricate execution. 

Display No. 2—The Freaks. Surprise 
No. 2 may aptly be applied as billing 
also, for the strange people present an 
array of interesting additions infinitely 
more pleasing than last year, wider va- 
riety and more of them to say the least. 
The Four Dolls, midgets, sold the “human 
oddities” right off the bat, for they led 
the procession and endeared themselves 
in the hearts of every patron immediately 
they made their appearance. The tiny 
Major Mike preceding the mountainous 
Jim Tarber was a wow, until they faded 
into the runway. Others were arranged 
in suitable contrast and a full list of 
those in the display will be found among 
the side-show names. 

Display No. 3—Five Herds of Pee-Wee 
and Ponderous Pachyderms. In each 
ring there were five elephants, three of 
the oldtimers and two of the baby type, 
doing marvelous routines in unison, con- 
centrating to great extent on the shimmy 
and Charleston steps. So well has George 
Denman trained these herds that it 
seemed as tho the animals would go 
straight thru their bundle of tricks with 
just one word to start them off and never 
another cue. Never have there been 25 
elephants who worked so willingly and 
true. 

Display No. 4—A presentation of Ar- 
tistes in Varied Exhibitions of Stréngth 


and Skill. Mlle. Emily, Miss Winifred, 
Mile. Jenne, Maximillian Kidd, Mlle. 
Orva, Miss Bona and Mons. Schubert 


in distinctive aerial feats. Miss Winifred 
(Colleano) supplied the highlight to this 
display by doing her newly perfected heel 
catch on the trapeze, and somersault into 
the web. As this reviewer knows, she 
is the only woman accomplishing this 
feat and well merited the announcer 
calling attention to the daring effort. 
Mile. Jenne (Rooney), as usual, gave a 
charming performance and won rightful 
recognition thru sheer ability with no ap- 
— other than a rope. Maximillian 

idd is making his first appearance in 
this country, having lately arrived from 
France. and, of course, is one of the 
really new acts in the show. His makeup 
stamps him at once as a high-grade 


talented clown and his specialty is climb- 
ing slowly up the slanting rope in his 
bare feet. He takes his time and sells 
it nicely. Mlle. Orva and Miss Bona 
(Silbon Sisters) worked together and in- 
cluded their iron-jaw and _ serpentine 
specialty. Miss Emily was dainty and 
daring as well, while Mons. Schubert had 
no trouble holding the interest at his end 
by doing his flexible stuff on the trapeze. 

Display No. 5—World-Famous Ex- 
ponents of Novel and _ Picturesque 
Equestrianism, Including a_ Birdland 
Fantasy. The Mitzis, Mme. Bradna (in 
the center) and the Edithos. More 
elaborate than ever is the melange pre- 
sented by Mme. Bradna, whose “aviary” 
of girls was colorfully costumed in 
feathered raiment, greatly enhanced the 
offering which features the horses, dogs 
and birds, all a pretty study in white. 
Further strength is given the act by 
virtue of the parade around the hippo- 
drome course with the tableau wagon 
upon which the horse is mounted, while 
the canines, birds and the girls perform 
and show to advantage. The Mitzis 
(Rieffenach Sisters) perform their ath- 
letic feats on horseback, proving they 
are as fine a carrying act as show busi- 
ness has developed. The Edithos (Ernes- 
tos), two men in jockey costume, also 
revealed an assortment of tricks requir- 
ing expert horsemanship, throwing in a 
few fancy somersaults for good measure. 

Display No. 6—Trotting out obedientiy

Mme. andé Emil Pallen- 
berg, working in different rings, offer 
virtually the same routine, such as boat 
rowing. cycle riding (spotlight on this), 
rope walking, roller skating, auto driv- 
ing as well as acrobatic feats, real 
tumbling and not perhaps, either. Agile 
bruins, surely well trained, who are al- 
ways good for a few laughs exclusive of 
other entertainment. 

Display No. 7—Queen of the Aerial 
Gymnasts, Lillian Lettzel, perennial and 
inimitable feature of the show, and who 
fears no competition from any source, 
again is the only woman gymnast in the 
show whose performance warrants a 
complete display for herself. This sea- 
son the white wig is discarded for her 
own auburn locks. She appears to be in 
fine physical condition and gives her 
famous one-arm pullups all the snap and 
pep needed. The piece de resistance in 
the form of 63 one-arm pullups, closed 
the act to voluminous applause, altho the 
style of the “pullups” were not what we 
have seen her do in the past. ‘ Neverthe- 
less they were effective and that is the 
chief objective. 


Display No. 8—Imposing Array of 
High-School Horses, Contrasted by a 
Company of “Toy Horses’, who do every- 
thing the larger animals do. Working 
in both the rings and on the track, par- 
ticularly the latter, the best of the riding 
talent and horse flesh went thru their 
paces. Special attention was paid to the 
dancing of the horses, who have mastered 
seemingly impossible steps which they 
offer gracefully. Jorgen M. Christainsen, 
on a dapple gray, gave an exhibition of 
how well a horse can really keep time 
to music, while another raring-to-go 
animal] followed the dance steps as prac- 
ticed by a girl ahead of him. The masters 
and mistresses had their charges well in 
hand at all times. Alf. Loyal’s dimimu- 
tive “ponies”, in reality French poodles 
with tails, headstalls and gait exactly 
like real horses, held forth in one of the 
rings. They were first seen last season 
and not a few wondered whether they 
were miniature horses or some strange 
breed of quadru The billing as to 
their ability to do a high-school routine 
is not exaggerated. Another outfit al- 
ways good for laughs and bound to en- 
tertain all classes of patrons. 


Display No. $—Con Colleano, Wire Ar- 
tist. This wizard of the wire worked 
alone when reviewed and four other acts 
originally scheduled to appear in the 
same display are out, and appear later. 
This is well, for they are trapeze artists 
and if anybody on the lot deserves to be 
spotted, it is Con Colleano. Game, clever 
showman, he did his breath-taking somer- 
saults and dances, concluding, of course, 
with his forward feet to feet somersault, 
a feat no one else seems anxious to 
imitate. He uses nothing but his own 
sense of balance. 


Display No. 10—Comedy acrobatic 
troupes. No end of action here, with a 
host of difficult legitimate feats well 
mixed with funny hoke comedy. The 
Four Comrades depended greatly on con- 
tortionist feats as well as knockabout 
comedy; Harry Rittley, he who non- 
chalantly falls to the stage off chair on 
tables six high, did not do his stuff when 
reviewed altho he was on hand; Pete 
Mardo trio, frolicking outfit, have a good 
store of skillful feats which they toss off 
careless and often; Hart Brothers, Nel- 
son and Nelson, the understander on 
stilts, do things almost incredible, and 
Rice Trio complete the funmaking dis- 
play. Maximillian Kidd was programed 
for this display but worked as already 
mentioned. 

Display No. 11— May Wirth. 
Billed as the greatest: bare-back rider 
that ever lived, she is all of that and 
more insofar as this show is concerned. 
She undoubtedly is the one act in the 
entire show with something absolutely 
new and decidedly improved, not only 
for the layfolk but for those who know 
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the act best and have seen it a 101 times 
She scores right from the start with he 
Charleston dance, which will be one of 
the most unusual of bare-back features 
when it is perfected, not that it isn’t real 
clever right now. Being in fine form 
Miss Wirth simply clicked, whether jt 
was mounting the steed with her feet 
encased in market baskets, or alternate 
tumbling and mounting, with a precision 
that requires no end of endurance and 
fast brain work. A newcomer among her 
horses is a spotted animal much like 
the markings on a Dalmatian hound 
Miss Wirth is a delightful surprise 
especially when she has been known to 
sing and comes on doing a single. The 
less company she has in the ring the 
better the act. 

Follow'ng May Wirth were the Intrepiq 
Artists Who “Pinwheel” High in the Air 
—Vera Bruce, Mile. Ruby, Mlle. Silbonj 
and Marian’  Bordna. These always 
create curiosity on the part of the au. 
dience, particularly thru their well-con-. 
trolled revolutions on their pinwheel} 
trapezes on which they stand erect. The 
routines are similar. The trick auto, in 
the form of a Yellow cab with a break. 
away tonneau, gathered the laughs while 
the prop men arranged the stages for 
the next display. Buck Baker, mechani. 
cal genius of the outfit, has a corking 
contraption in the new cab. 

Display No. 12—The Beauty of 
Silence. Exquisite posing acts in white, 
done on the two stages by woman, horse 
and dog, and in the three rings by 
feminine groups who did Springtime, The 
Hour and Indian Summer. Always a 
welcome relief and resting to the eyes, 
Waits were down to a minimum: the 
changes in position, in fact, being on 
the lightning order. Leaving out those 
statuary poses which take too long to 
arrange is the best bet with this display, 
otherwise the “roughnecks” have to speed 
up with the props and rush for the plat- 
forms like a platoon of doughboys rush- 
ing a machine-gun nest. 

Display No. 183—Ten Minutes of Wild- 
est Wild West. Cy Compton heads this 
aggregation of mixed rough riders and 
roping champs, 14 men and eight women 
in all. Every sort of fancy riding in- 
cluding slick stands, bucking bronco 
and roping from one to seven mounts 
abreast, was indulged in with the aban- 
don of old home week on the ranch 
Speed, spectacular and _ splendiferous— 
that’s them. The clowns did their stuff 
around the track while the next display 
was getting ready. 

Display No. 14——-Galaxy of the Greatest 
Hign-Wire Artists Who Ever Lived 
Mons. Maximo, slack-wire performer, who 
is seen to be different no sooner than he 
mounts the swinging steel, plays up his 
inebriate antics and is never anything 
but dependable. The Rosinas are “three 
daring maids’, who hurdle tables in the 
course of the routine and get away with 
it nicely. Looking closely will reveal the 
fact that the versatile Nelson Family is 
at it again. Berta Beeson is doing about 
the same dance steps for the most part 
and for her waltz uses up an additional 
amount of the high-power mazdas. 
tamona Ortiz, on the slack wire, is one 
of the new faces this season. She is 
a stocky little Latin figure, who sways 
back and forth defying the laws that Ike 
Newton made famous. She has a mar- 
velous sense of balance and one of her 
feats is to have the wire lowered gradu- 
ally while she goes thru her performance 
apparently unconcerned. Bert Sloan, late 
of Western vaudeville circuits, is one of 
the fastest and most sure-footed of all 
wire artists.

Display No 15—Presentation of the 
World’s Greatest Trained Canines and 
Sea Lions. Huling Brothers’ seals in 
two groups on two stages flanking Alf 
Royal and his well-known canine talent. 
The seals go right to it and gleefully 
settle down to juggle, balance, catch and 
what not. Loyal’s dogs have no trouble 
making anyone realize that a_ better 
group of trained animals than they have 
never been witnessed, nor any who crowd 
so much fun and intelligent feats into 
one fast act. Lanky Alf certainly can 
train them so that they like to work. His 
dogs have a spirit found in no other or- 
ganization and they simply love to clown. 
His police dog, among other things, scales 
a mean fence while the French poodles 
continue to frisk about as tho they were 
having just as much fun as the spec- 
tators.

Display No. 16—-High Perch Exhibi- 
tion.

No one seems 
to have a good word for the business 
of picking up the hat, for instance, by 
the midget and passing it along up to 
the highest member on stilts; most prob- 
ably because it is so old. The clowns, 
on the other hand, complain of being held 
down, with strict orders not to offend 
or embarrass patrons in any way, etc., 
and that such things prevent them from 
doing and inventing better stuff. May- 
be so, but they should adapt themselves 
to the conditions and get away from 
working in so mechanical a style as tho 
doing it by the numbers one, two, three, 
four, and then moving up a few feet to 
repeat the performance. It’s too much 
like having a patron behind the scenes 
and Gestroying his illusions. 

Display No. 22—Fying  Aets. A 
Multitude of Mid-Air Marvels in Breath- 
Taking and Astounding Feats. Chas, 
Siegrist Troupe, the Siegrist-Silbon 
Troupe and the Clarkonian Troupe. These 
troupes are the best of the thrillers who 
work over the huge nets and they send 
over a kick per second, for there is some- 
thing doing at all times. The costuming 
was attractive, the Siegrist outfit wear- 
ing white wigs, the Siegrist-Nelsons ap- 
pearing in their favorite canary yellow 
tights, and the Clarks working in white 
by way of contrast. This season the 
stunts seem more daring than ever, but 
the way this Garden is built the acts ap- 
pear very much closer to the seats and 
therefore the average patron loses a 
certain perspective which distance lends 
to the act's advantage. The nets are 
close to the balconies and almost over 
the heads of those in the boxes. All of 
which is due to the absence of the aisle 
that separated the arena from the seats 
in the old Garden. Nevertheless, with 
many feats, such as the Clark’s 
triple somersaulting, double twisting and 
reverse flights, and the equally novel and 
expert feats of the other acts, the dis- 
play is one of the best seen in the course 
of the evening. -Furthermore. a miss is 
as good as a trick with such acts, so 
there’s another advantage. As it hap- 
pens, patrons take the same horrified 
Gelight, as it ware, in seeing a flyer 
dive to the net as they do in any feat 
in the air where there is an element of

danger. However, when reviewed there 
were not more than two misses in the 
entire routines of the three acts. It

Display No. 23—World-Famous Jump- 
ing Horse in Long-Distance Leaping and 
High Hurdling. Fairly good work on the 
part of the riders, some of whom take 


neat hurdles particularly Florence 
Mardo, who usually makes her horse 
show a clean pair of heels. One of the

Costumes Reflect Fashion 

Apparently the feminine stars of the 
arena have enjoyed intimate conference 
with Dame Fashion For the costumes 
they wear are, in common parlance, “the 
last murmur in style.” As the opening 
pageant is reviewed from the stand those 
who keep an eye on the trend of fashion 
recognize the presence of all the fabrics 
and accessories approved by the mode— 
gleaming metal cloth, metalines, lustrous 
satins, bouffant taffeta, scinctillant 
sequins, flashing rhinestones, glittering 
mirrors in colors to match the gown. 
waving ostrich plume headdresses, flower 
bouquets and colorful applique and hand- 
painted effects against a background of 
the lovely crayon colors so popular at the 
moment, 

Angelic white, with delicate rhinestone 


tracery forming elaborate designs, seems 
to be the unanimous choice of the aerial 
queens this year; ethereal white follow- 
ing a short divided tunic effect over 
trunks, the skirt sometimes of the fabric 
and again of tiers of fringe The low 
back decolletage’ and brassiere bodice 
are invariably set off with a network of 
rhinestones, while a single vivid flower 
or a bouquet of ostrich plumes in crayon 
color combinations, relieves the coldness 
of white and rhinestones. In one or 
two cases aerial costumes composed en- 
tirely of rose-colored sequins lent a 
pleasing brilliance. 

Lillian Leitzel, diminutive star of the 
circus, was a flashing streak of gold 
as she made her sensational turns in the 
air. She made her warmly applauded 
entrance in a gold lace wrap, ablaze with 
large rhinestones. Her’ abbreviated, 
distended skirt was of gold lace set on 
a silver waistband studded with white 
brilliants. A brassiere bandeau of gold 
lace and shoulder straps and back lat- 
ticework of silver braid studded with 
rhinestones carried out the gold theme. 
Trunks and tights were of pale flesh 
satin. Gold kid slippers, with gold kid 
soles, were set off with ankle straps of 
rhinestones. The illusion of a golden 
Leitzel is completed, when, at the termi- 
nation of the sensational act, Miss 
Leitzel’s hair fallqg about her like a 
shower of gold. 

Mme. Bradna's act was never costumed 
to better advantage. Her white and 
gold chariot, drawn by milk-white horses 
with gold harness, was preceded by bird 
heralds in plumage of brilliant-hued 
feathers, touched with flashing spangles, 
sequins, jet and rhinestones, and flanked 
and surrounded by white dogs. The bird 
girls, carrying festoons of gay flowers, 
also carried boxes banked solidly with 
red roses, in which reposed the white 
doves which participate in the act. 

Mme. Bradna herself 
satin, gleaming with 
fringe, the satin worked in exquisite 
rhinestone designs. She carried a white 
parasol, covered solidly with pink roses, 
which became a parasol of living doves

Mabel Stark, who has adopted horses 
in place of her well-trained “cats”, was 
a picturesque figure in a white-satin rid- 
ing habit, with flowing cape, fOllowing 
the classic English lines, which meant 
the use of a side saddle. A close-fitting 
cap of satin, encrusted with sparkling 
stones, was set off with myriad long pink 
and white ostrich plumes. 

A riding number presented the cos- 
tumes of all nations in a manner both 
beautiful and instructive. The cowgirls 
flashed by in red, green, yellow, amber 
and white satin outfits, wearing large 
felt hats of either white, black or gray. 

The clowns borrowed many ideas from 
Milady’s wardrobe, even appearing in 
ludicrous conceptions of the bouffant 
period gown. The giantess was seen in 
long, flowing gown and a towering head- 
dress of ostrich plumes, all of which em- 
phasized her height, while the ladies of 
Lilliput were seen in orange-colored taf- 
feta shot with gold at one performance, 
and in gold cloth costumes at another 
performance. The leading fat lady fol- 
lowed the fad of painting butterflies on 
her dimpled knees and affected a gath- 
ered frock which emphasized her breadth.

V. M. P. A. DEPLORES USE OF CLAUSE 
WHICH FAILS TO PROTECT ARTISTE 


Contract Allowing Manager To Cancel Act After First Show Still 
Being Used by Independent Agency---Many Artistes Sign 
Without Reading It---Obsolete With Big Managers 


EW YORK, April 3.—The cancellation clause in a vaudevillé contract, whereby 
a manager may cancel an act after the first performance without making 
himself liable to liquidated damages, thought to have been obsolete by this 
time, is still being used by one of the leading independent booking agencies, it was re- 


vealed today. 
independent theaters on its books. 

This cancellation clause, one of the old 
evils of vaudeville, has been wiped out 
almost entirely by the Vaudeville Man- 
agers’ Protective Association, but its ef- 
forts to force the Dow Agency to use the 
approved form of contract have proven 
futile, according to Pat Casey, head of 
the organization. Mr. Casey, interviewed 
today by a Billboard reporter, stated the 
Dow Agency does use this outlawed 
clause, and, consequently, is not a mem- 
ber of his organization. 

The clause reads that “either party 
may cancel this agreement after the first 
performance without any liability what- 
soever to the other except that if can- 
celed by the manager he agrees to pay 
pro rata for the performance rendered.” 
Thru extensive campaigning by E. F. 
Albes, head of the Keith-Albee Circuit, 
and Pat Casey, head of the V. M. P. A,, 
this clause, unfair to both actor and man- 
ager, has been practically done away 
with, but as Mr. Casey put it, “I can’t 
lead the artistes by the hand when they 
go in search of bookings,” explaining that 
he had done everything possible to notify 
everyone in vaudeville, chiefly the actors, 
that it is their own fault if they sign 
contracts without the pay-or-play clause. 

According to the Dow contract, the man- 
ager is in a position to drop the act after 
the first matinee without incurring any 
liability. Under the pay-or-play contract 
he would be compelled to pay the artiste 
the salary for the full engagement if he 
desired to cancel the act, and in the 
event the act canceled it would be liable 
to pay the manager the equivalent of its 
salary, thus affording protection to both 
actor and manager. 

This form of contract is used by all 
the leading circuits and by the inde- 
pendent agents, such as Fally Markus, 
Jack Linder, Arthur Fisher and John Rob- 
bins, who lament the fact the Dow office 
does not discontinue the use of the out- 
lawed form of agreement.

The Monday afternoon show here is getting to be more and more like a bad 


dress rehearsal. Today it was so insufferably long and tedious that one felt the 
necessity of bringing a bite for supper. It is really unfortunate that this first show 
cannot be run more smoothly than it did at the matinee, which did not come to a 
close until the hour of six was near at hand. The first half, into which a great deal 
of ponderous stuff was crammed, including Singer’s Midgets, was not over until

Among those not seen before are an effect of a chariot race, with the 
horses stepping it off on moving runners so as not to gain headway, and a scene 
in which one of the lilliputians offers some really clever magical tri ks. The open- 
ing. when the memberd of the act march out, garbed as the king’s guards in full 
armor, is also new. replacing the, ‘acrobatic cowboy scene. :

Amalia Molina and Company, the act 
Which played here the first half of last 
week, is doing a return engagement, draw- 


ing in capacity patronage despite the 
holidays which usually keep Spanish folk 
out of the theater. The rest of the bill 
is stronger than the average one here and 
pleasing thruout,

Big Demand for Popular Tunes, 
Few Music Stores Handle Complete 
Line

ante French are a music-loving race 


ind every form of music seems to be 
popular it seems almost impossible to 
incate a well-stocked music store any- 


where in France, even in Paris, itself. 
Pianos still being quite a luxury and 
much less plentiful than in America may 
secount to some extent for this state of 
affairs. 

in Paris if you are really well ac- 
quainted you can find almost any popular 
vocal or dance number, French, English 
‘ American, but you will not find them 
all in any one store. Most music stores 
seem to stock all editions of classical 
music but handle popular music of only 
one or two publishing houses. American 
dance music is greatly in demand at the 
present time but most of it is handled by 
one firm in Paris and to be certain of 
securing any particular new number you 
are practically obliged to go to this 
firm’s office which is located on the 
second floor of a centrally-enough located 
building but exceedingly difficult for a 
stranger to find. 

Get away from Paris and it is even 
more difficult to buy any popular music 
that can by any stretch of imagination be 
termed “new”. This in spite of the fact 
that dance and theater orchestras even in 
the smaller towns keep fairly well abreast 
of the times. e 

Song “plugging’’ doesn’t seem to exist 
here to anywhere near the extent that it 
does in America. Some publishers do get 
their songs sung by popular music-hall 
artistes and played by dance orchestras 
but they seemingly neglect to see that 
local music stores are stocked with the 
numbers being popularized. Some musi- 
al comedy and “revue” companies not 
only “plug” their song numbers but dur- 
ng intermissions the members of the 
horus hawk the songs thruout the theater 
ind lobby. However this is an exception 
rather than a rule. 

The only real song “plugging” in France 
is that practiced by itinerant orchestras 
that follow the various “fairs” and 
“fetes” which are so plentiful thruout the 
land. These orchestras consist of any- 
where from two to six musicians and a 
singer who also acts as salesman or 
saleswoman. Some are excellent and some 
are “terrible”.

One of the most prominent of the 
New York theatrical producers, who 
has a chain of theaters in prominent 
cities thruout the country, will soon 
operate his own broadcasting station, 
according to persistent rumor. 

Information at hand discloses that 
an offer has been made by this im- 
presario for the station known as 
WNYC, at present operated by the 
City of New York. 

The aforementioned producer has 
been one of radio’s stanchest foes 
since the beginning, altho recent ‘“‘ex- 
periments,” it is said, have convinced 
him that broadcasting pays. 


Radio Appeal 
By Klugh Called 
Unfair by Mills 


New York, April 3.—An appeal to mil- 
lions of radio listeners to write to Con- 
gressmen urging them to support the bills 
now before Congress regulating the copy- 
right charges for broadcasting stations 
Was made this week over WEAF by Paul 
B. Klugh, executive chairman of the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters. Mr. 
Klugh’s address was injected into a regu- 
lar weekly feature program without any 
preliminary notice. 

The action was afterward characterized 
as an unsportsmanlike method of attack 
by E. C. Mills, chairman of the Adminis- 
trative Committee of the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and Publish- 
ers, which is vigorously opposing the bill. 
Mr. Mills declared that it would be just 
as fair to have Congress fix the price 
at which radio sets and equipment are 
to be sold as to dictate arbitrarily what 
sum shall be paid a composer for the 
right to have his composition broadcast. 

“The action of Mr. Klugh in making 
such an appeal over the radio is like 


. hitting a blind man behind his back,” said 


Mr. Mills. “To appeal to the millions of 
radio listeners as he did is quite unfair. 
We have no fear, however, as no one in 
justice can support the measure.”

For Annual Ball on April 14 


New York, April 3.—The Talking 
Machine Men, Inc., whose annual ball 
takes place at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
on April 14, notified Ben Selvin, or- 
chestra leader, this week that it had de- 
cided not to engage his orchestra for 
the coming event. as his is an exclusive 
Brunswick combination, and it was 
thought best to favor another record com- 
pany this year. 

Said the committee chairman to Selvin: 
“We're going to give Columbia a ‘break’ 
this time, and have decided to use the 
Knickerbockers. What do you think of 
the band?”

I get the contract?”

Irwin Abrams and His Orchestra 
(Aft the Palais D’Or, New York) 


On the same stand where Paul White- 
man made his New York jazz debut, to 
emerge later as the sultan of syncopa- 
tion, a good-looking, personable young 
man is wielding a baton nightly before 
an organ‘zation that can truthfully be 
characterized as thoroly efficient. 

True, the town’s bon vivants no longer 
gather there; the spot, rather, has be- 
come the Mecca for the community’s 
young chow-mein eaters. but the beauty 


of the place has not diminished. The 
air of richness which pervaded the 
remises before the advent of the 


Buckner brigade is still there; the ex- 
pensive hangings, the Belascoan lighting 
effects, the haughty headwaiters—none 
of these is gone. 

And on the band stand is the Irwin 
Abrams Orchestra, late of the Knicker- 
bocker = Grill. Abrams, a far-sgeing 
bandman with many years of experience, 
has, with this outfit, concocted a 
musically palatable dish of jazz hors 
d'oeuvres. Tho still in his middle 20s, 
he played with the Arthur M. Krauss 
combinat'on a dozen years ago at the 
then famous Knickerbocker, with Ross 
Gorman, an obscure sax. tooter in the 
same orchestra. Later, he fiddled for 
Lopez at the old Pekin, leaving the music 
business soon after to earn a law degree. 
Three years ago he returned to the 
Knickerbocker, and still books the or- 
chestra at that place. In his four months 
at the Palais D'Or he has, with his music, 
been an important factor in making that 
place the best-paying Oriental eatery in 
town. 

Most of the Abrams band’s arrangce- 
ments are specials. Frequent rehearsals, 
despite the three-session grind daily. 
have done much to give the outfit a 


balance and rhythm excelled by few. 
Abrams takes his profession seriously, 
which, coupled with his musical ability 
and his genius for picking men, will make 
him one of the nation’s foremost musical 
directors ere long. 

The combination’s personnel lines up 
as follows: 

Irwin Abrams, violinist-director; Les 
Crumbacker, Otto Tucker and James Im- 
bernon, all saxophones, the latter like- 
wise arranging; Fred Billotti, second 
violin ; Julian Hess, trumpet; Lou Harmin, 
trombone; Al Smith, tuba; Joe Fellini, 
banjo; Fred Bauer, drums; Elliot Jacoby. 
piano and arranger. 

The floor show at the Palais D'Or, 
staged by one George LeFevre, who also 
dances therein with his wife, is wofully 
weak, and doesn’t belong at this place 
at all. The flappers come here to dance. 
and if you MUST give this element a 
40-minute revue it’s got to be great, 
which this offer'ng is not, by any stretch 
of the imagination. “Brutal”, would be 
the word. 

The band broadcasts twice weekly, over 
WIZ, but will probably be switched to a 
WEAF wire before long.

“Ashes” to Ashes 


ONDON, March 19.—As an example 
L of the flagrant and disgraceful abuse 

to which the stage can occasionally 
be put I should say that Noel de Nor- 
man’s presentation of Vera Countess 
Catheart’s play, Ashes, at the Prince of 
Wales Theater on Monday night, is 
easily supreme in the memory of living 
theatergoers. Seldom, if ever, has a more 
deliberate piece of notoriety hunting 
jeopardized the good name of the English 
theatrical community. Never has a com- 
pany of capaple artists been faced with 
such an ignominious and hopeless task. 
Noel de Norman is reputed to have sunk 
the savings of years in this play, upon 
which he originally bought an option 
with a view to his wife, Ruth Bower, ap- 
pearing in it. From personal acquaintance 
and from my knowledge of Miss Bower's 
stage work I can find no reason for any 
man, more particularly her husband, 
wishing to thrust upon her such an un- 
pleasant fate as Isobel Elsom suffered 
on Monday night. However, Miss Elsom, 
Eric Maturin and others of the cast will 
not have to suffer long (the piece will 
be withdrawn tomorrow). The produc- 
tion of these gleanings on “moral 
turpitude” remains as a nasty stain on 
the theatrical calendar of 1926.

Avery Hopwood and David Gray's 
farce bids fair to have a long run at the 
Lyric.

The Control of the Stage 
In a recent cable I mentioned that re- 
ports had emanated from the Stage Guild 
which foreshadowed the setting up of an 
organization of. 60 representatives who 
would form a sort of grand council of 
control over the British theater, Twenty- 


four managers, a like number of actors 
and 12 dramatists are considered the re- 
quired quota, and this council, it is con- 
cluded, could undertake important duties 
of disciplining artists and managers into 
obedience in the requirements of the pro- 
fession, contro! entry into its ranks, carry 


-on all the necessary charitable functions 


(at present distributed among the vari- 
ous socities and provident organizations), 


provide for adequate arbitration courts 
and thus avoid all the inharmonies and 


disputes to which theatrical flesh is heir. 

This fine-sounding scheme was gener- 
ally understood at first to be put forward 
in all seriousness by the Guild. But now 
Sir Johnston Forbes-Ribertson, as presi- 
dent, and Godfrey Tearle, as chairman 
of the Artists’ Section, deny that the 
scheme was approved by the Guild, and 
say that that organization has simply 
been consulted in regard to the desira- 
bility and practicability of the establish- 
ment of such an institution. 

The scheme has as its main object the 
elaboration of the Stage Guild and the 
creation of a governing body consisting 
of the “creative brain workers of the pro- 
fession”. This, according to the pro- 
moters, would result in a betterment of 
the theater, the increasing of its well- 
being for poor and rich alike, the elimina- 
tion of law actions and the creation of 
a financial situation which would place 
the profession in a position to which, as 
an art, it is considered to be entitled. 
Various well-known artists and drama- 
tists are said to be adherents of this pro- 
visional scheme, which is, E understand. 
sponsored by Seymour Hicks. It is esti- 
mated that a yearly income of half_ 4 
million could be raised, one-quarter of 
which would be contributed by the actors 
as a tax on salaries, rising from 18 cents 
to $5 per week. Almost a like sum is e«x- 
pected from a tax on theatfical de:ii- 
heads, i. e., on complimentary seats given 
by managements. There are also to be 
matinee contributions, estimated at 
$56,000, obtainable from one matinee in 
every theater in the country per year; 
$15,000 from a levy on charity matinees, 
$36,000 from a levy on touring managers, 
$10,000 from London managers, a levy of 
$25 per head on foreign artists, aggre- 
gating on a year, and a levy on 
authors’ royalties amount to 
s30.008 more than 

It is pointed out that managers would 
benefit by the absolute disciplining of 
actors and the economic pressure that 
such a scheme would exert on “refrac- 
tory” artists. It is also pointed out that 
smal] managers would be able to effect 
loans at bank rate and be able to hire 
productions from a central store. The 
whole profession would be organized to 
fight unjust governmental action. 

The actor, it is stated, would benefit 
also by being able to borrow money from 
the central fund by the establishment of 
a standard contract, the stranglehold on 
bogus managers (all unknown managers 
being required to make the safeguarding

Show Boat Ties Up at Queen City To Take on People---Has Just 
Completed Four Months’ Southern Trip 


FTER a four months’ tour down the Mississippi and tributary rivers as far 
south as Westwego, La., about four miles north of New Orleans, French’s 


‘ New Sensation, one of the best known showboats which has ever been operated 


for the entertainment of showgoers, steamed up the Ohio River and cast anchor in 


Cincinnati last Friday evening. 
In contrast to other stops, when the 


boat nosed into the bank at Cincinnati 
there was no calliope playing, no crowd 
' of people waiting for the boat to put in, 
Hy but only a chill breeze blowing and 


choppy whitecaps lapping the sides of the

x | On November 19, 1925, the Sensation, 
4 owned and managed by J. W. Menke, left 
its home port, Mound City, IIL, and 
headed south. The boat played all th: 
} established river towns and after its call 
at Westwego, La., its nose wag again 
: pointed upstream for the return journey. 
} On March 19%, just four months to the 
' : day, the boat tied up at its home port 
After a short stay it again started up 
the river, stopping at Paducah, Ky., 
where Mr. Menke left, later going on to 
Cincinnati. After leaving Paducah, a few 
towns were played and then the boat 
started for Cincinnati. Early Wednesday 
morning it encountered a heavy storm 
and it was decided to put into shore. The 
boat remained there until Thursday 
morning. when it continued on its way to 
the Queen City. 
In Cincinnatj several people who made 
Jean Wilkie and Mary Wilkie, closed. 
and a number of new people engaged for 
i the summer season went aboard. 
= : Business on the Southern trip, accord- 
fos q ing to reports, was only fair, due no 
H doubt to conditions in that part of the 
country which the boat p'ayed. Crops all 
‘long the line did not come up to ex- 
pectations, so business naturally fell off. 
The Sensation, after leaving Cincinnati, 
headed up the Ohio for an unknown river 
town, where the boat will begin its sum- 
mer season, no doubt presenting The 
Gumps.

Altho the 
theme of the womanly chatter was old, 
the lines, for the most part, were cork- 
ingly funny and were along a somewhat 
new style. It seems a pity that they 
find it necessary to include several re- 
marks that aren’t quite ladylike. They 
could cut out the suggestive stuff, for 
their act is plenty good enough without 


In addition to the good material these 
girls are aided by looks and a knawledge 
of how to sell their stuff. One of them 
particularly is possessed of a comic sense 
that helps put the ‘gags over. However. 
she might tone down her comedy a bit, 


as at times she is just a trifle too in- 
gratiating. 
There is also some burlesque melo- 


dramatic acting that in a rather novel

REVIEW 

The scenery, gowning and costuming of 
this production is far superior to many 
on the circuit in quality, quantity and the 
eare given it during the season, for it 
evidences but little wear or tear, being 
apparentiy as fresh in its colorful at- 
tractiveness as it was on the opening of 
the season 

George Brennan and Harry Morris are 
the stars of the show. 

Brennan is 4 manly-appearing fellow of 
the legit. light-comedy type, in frequent 
changes of t attire. Harry Morris, a 


crepe-face Hebrew comique of the regula- 
tow burlesque type. appears in several 
scenes in comedy clothes, and in other 
scenes and a specialty with Brennan in 


classy street clothes 

Both men are thoroly seasoned actors 
of versatlity, who put over a talking and 
singing specialty, in one, that in all 
probability will take its place in vaude- 
ville for the summer. 

Ambark Ali, in many changes of non- 
descript burlesque clothes, handles his 
comedy bits like the seasoned oldtimer 
he is known to be, and there wasn’t an 
objectionable line or act in his work 

Bobby Taylor, a clean-cut juvenile, with 
an extensive wardrobe, handled several 
minor characterizations in an able man- 


ner and proved of material aid in the 
making of laughable comedy, supple- 
mented with singing and dancing spe- 
cialties. 


Morris and Taylor, in Russian Cossack 
characterizations, put over a dancing spe- 
cialty admirable. 

Vi Penny, an_ ever-smiling bobbed 
brunet soubret, with a modelesque form, 
worked well in scenes, and as a singing 
and dancing soubret “can hold her own 
with any on the circuit. 

Etna Moore, a pleasingly plump blues- 
singing prima donna with an ingratiating 
smile, has a captivating personality, and 
in all probability a good singing voice if 
properly modulated, but Etna evidently 
works on the theory that jazz is what 
they want out front, and jazzing blues is 
what she gave them in her every num- 
ber, her lyrics being unintelligible at 
times. Be that as it may, she ¢ied the 
show in a knot with one of her numbers 
that had to be repeated innumerable 
times. 

Anna Devoe, a slender, shapely, bobbed 
brunet singing and dancing soubret, with 
a winsome personality and a sweetly 
modulated singing voice, fully merited the 
encores given her several numbers. 

Frank Devitt enacted several 
roles satisfactorily. 

The choristers were there with pep, 
personality, talent and ability, singing in 
harmony and dancing in unison one bobbed 
blonde in the middle on the runway dis- 
tinguishing herself as a tireless worker.

REVIEW 

The scenic effects for the most part run 

to silken drapes and semi-cycs. that are 


is programed as a 
“hodgepodge of mirth, melody, music, 
without rhyme or reason,” and it lived 
up to its programing, for it was alto- 
gether different from the general run of 
circuit shows. 

Joe Wilton, producing manager of the 
show, holds the center of the stage in 
many of the scenes, ragging the choristers 
in one scene, but he was ineffective in his 


feeding and the choristers entirely lack- 
ing in pep in their repartee. The slowing 
up of the show in this scene was a 


decided setback that should be remedied 
by Wilton and his girls or the scene 
eliminated entirely. 

Wilton made heroic efforts in 
other scenes in feeding the comiques 
to redeem himself but he wasn't 
the Wilton we have commended so highly 
in other reviews. 

Jules Howard carried the burden of the 
comedy with a characterization similar 
to Bert Lahr’s Howard works hard to 
garner laughter and applause. 

Rex Weber, seen heretofore as a sing- 
ing juvenile in classy tailored clothes, af- 
fects a comedy makeup and a mannerism

that is ind'vidual and well-nigh in- 
imitable. Weber appears in several 
scenes, but distinguishes himself in a 


specialty in which he confides to the 
audience that he is a ventriloquist, and 
proceeds to prove it while singing with 
an immobile face. Taking it at the face 
value, Weber has mastered the art of 
ventriloquism sufficiently well to mystify 
any audience. After putting his act over 
for encores that were fully merited Weber 
practically kills the effect of his illusion 
by bringing on a pretty, petite chorister, 
introducing her as an aspiring vocalist, 
who pantomimed her part perfectly to the 
immobile singing of Weber Had he 
brought the girl on in the opening of the 
act there would: have been rhyme and 
Treason, but after convincing his auditors 
that he was a clever ventriloqu'st to foist 
the girl on them was an insult to their 
intelligence. Weber closes his act alone 
with a sneezing, coughing song that can 
be improved upon. 

Wally Jackson, in comedy clothes, 
worked in several scenes and stood out 
distinctively in his well-known sunflower 
eccentric dancing specialty for repeated 


encores, 
Harry Preston and Al. Ulis handled 
minor roles and appeared to good ad- 


vantage as classily clothed singing spe- 
cia lists, 

Hazel Alger, with her ever-smiling 
blond loveliness, dominated the stage in 
each and every scene in which she ap- 
peared in a leading-lady type charac- 
terization in frequent changes of costiy 
and attractive gowns worn like one to 
the manor born. Miss Alger proved title 
to prima donna par excellence in her 
every number. 


Helen Leroy, a_ statuesque, marcel- 
waved, auburn-haired ingenue, handled 
her role admirably. ‘ 


Alma Davis, a bobbed blonde, led sev- 
eral numbers with pep 

Hayes and Wynne, man and woman, in 
a specialty. put over a os dance 
reminder of those oldtimefs seen in bur- 
lesque when the olio was a featured part 
of the presentation. 

The choristers were typical of bur- 
lesque. While some of them evidenced 
pep. personality, talent and ability, sev- 
eral of them worked thru their ensemble 
numbers as if suffering from sleeping 
sickness. 

COMMENT 

It may have been due to Wilton’s dis- 
tracted state of mind, due to the death 
of his father two weeks ago, or it may 
have been due to lack of discernment on 
his part, in making provision for the in- 
terpolation of the four numbers put on 
the runway by Isabelle Van's Dancing 
Dolls, for there was every evidence that 
the presentation lacked proper direc- 
tion, and the players apparently were at 
a loss when to come on and when to exit.

This time a collection 
of unimaginable trash is forced upon 
them, apparently for the sole purpose of 
giving vent to the aspirations of a 
coochee-coochee dancer who thus gradu- 
ates from the obscurities of old Shubert 
revues to an intended “dramatic” stage 
under a name reduced most probably in 
preparation for future fame to simply— 
Veronica 

As the half-caste Tuana of the Samoan 
Islands where, we are told, “men are 
men” and “native girls are tempted” into 
having babies with white fathers who 
have felt “something in the madness of 
it all”. Veronica is the premiere 
danseuse and star vamp of raffi-un- 
dressed Kanaka folk. She picks for her 
“man” a beflanneled young millionaire 
yachtsman who is making his yearly 
cruise from San Francisco to scatter 
flowers upon the waters that have sup- 
posedly swallowed up his father and 
caused the breaking of his mother’s heart. 
But it turns out that his “papa” did not 
drown but succumbed to beach combing 
instead, and just as Tuana is to know 
her yachtsman’s love, like “a white-hot 
flame”, that youth is stopped by the 
words: “This girl is your sister!” Still 
that is not the end of the play which the 
lines of one character describe as “three 
months of ukulele three times a day”. 

“papa” of the white and brown 
lovers dies and his corpse is wept over 
after being brought center stage under a 
sheet. Then Tuana, thru the muscular 
contortions of Veronica, does the Kanaka 
Dance of Death ending with a neat ex- 
pose of how to slip a dagger under one’s 
arm instead of thru one’s heart. The 
funeral pyre burns brightly. 

Except to report that the lines are 
often profane and vulgar, are almost 
solid with shop-worn phrases and are 
colored" with the most hopeless sort of 
sags", further thought about the play 
is entirely unnecessary.

ACT 11l—Scene 1: Two Days Later. Scene 
2: Three Weeks Later. 

The new production at the Biltmore 
brings forth Walter Huston in another 
marvelous characterization and for this 
in particular it is well worth seeing. 
From the taunting, hard-shelled New 
England farmer of Desire Under the 
E'ms and the dreamy Ponce de Leon of 
The Fountain, Huston emerges this time 
as “Deadlegs” Flint, the crippled tryant 
of a decidedly isolated section of the rub- 
ber belt in the Congo. and a mighty fine 
job he makes of the role. 

The play itself is rather conventional 
melodrama and it needlessly contains 
some of the rottenest and boldest lines 
ever heard on the New York stage. 
Seldom, too, has such realistic portrayal 
of brutality been dared in the American 
theater. The language will undoubtedly 
be tamed before many performances have 
been checked off, but the “horrors” will 
remain and the chills of these may 


seriously impair patronage. But this 
rough drama of Africa, the “pest hole” 
hiding place of the world’s degraded, is 


gripping and effective despite the hor- 
rors. And it is meritoriously Acted. 

The piece centers around Flint, a cruel 
and fearless white man, paralyzed from 
the waist down and forced to drag him- 
self about on the floor or keep to a wheel 
chair but nevertheless the powerful ruler 
of the blacks for miles around. His 
whole life is dedicated to vengeance, the 
desire to substitute fear for the terrible 
sneer his remembrance harbors of the 
face of a fellow EngTfishman, one Kregg, 
who years before had stolen his wife and 
then added insult by kicking him in the 
spine when he was down in a fight. This 
man, who has robbed him of happiness 
and made him an invalid for life, he 
lures to his domain and exposes to the 
terrors he has so fiendishly prepared. 

Huston accomplishes a convincing 
figure as Flint with quiet precision. Amid 
the tom-tom beats, the black supersti- 
tions, the voodooism, the gathering of 
white criminal dregs. he holds the whip 
hand, literally, and the stage. He puts 
the very truth of life into this feared but 
unfearing character and his art is one 
of the outstanding pieces of acting of 
the season. 

The man Kregg. on whom Flint’s 
vengeance is directed, is werfully 
played by Frederic Burt, and a black run- 
ner, called Fuzzy, “good man”, is inter- 
preted by Clarence Redd for a perform- 
ance that will long be remembered. 
Florence Mason does a restrained and 
feeling piece of work as a woman dragged 
into prostitution and disease as a factor 
in Flint's program of revenge. Richard 
Stevenson, the Langford of White Cargo 
fame, returns to the African clime, this 
time as a doctor escaping from the 
British “law dogs” because of a slip in 
a case of abortion and now an addict to 
hashish. In a fight for regeneration of 


himself and the prostitute, Stevenson 
plays his sort-of-hero with distinction. 

Harry McNaughton, as a ckney 
refugee from sin in Australia, fdrnishes 
most of the relief from the dramatic 
tensity. With the ready wit of Whippy, 
he handles the broad humor neatly. Betty 
Bruce Henry is sinuously charming and 
often sympathetically pathetic as Lil 
Mim, a native girl who loves Flint despite 
his lashings and his cruel twisting of her 
tongue with wires and who receives his 
rather nauseating physical love in return. 
Mario Majeroni is skillful with his voodoo 
priest, Zoombie, and Helen Grayce does 
well with the bit of a missionary. Harry 
English, Mekk Ula and Herbert Ellis 
are satisfactory in minor roles. 

The authors have done a good job with 
the staging of their own piece and 
Nicholas Yellenti has supplied a setting 
that fills the needs. The shooting of a 
native, the cruel use of the cattle whip, 
the knifing, the tongue twisting, the tak- 
ing of dope, the performing of a rgical 
operation on the stage, and such other 
pleasantries are probably necessary to 
the play and will not be so squeamish to 
those less sensitive than this reporter. 
At any rate they are soon forgotten, as 
well as the worn signs of melodrama, in 
the effective theater of Kongo and the 
conviction in the acting.

Starting slowly, ending weakly, Bride 
of the Lamb is nevertheless an example 
of native drama that we may well look 
upon with pride. Tho little suspected in 
his former works, William Hurlbut rises 
with this play to be considered seriously 
among the few better transcribers of 
the stuff of our American folk into terms 
of the theater. Alice Brady rises again, 
after considerable mediocrity, to her place 
among our stars in this production, too, 
and Crane Wilbur is once more at his 
height. We should be willing to be 
sl'ghtly bored for a few minutes now and 
again during the evening and rather dis- 
appointed at the final scene—that this 
much may be attained. 

The piece is an ironic, sweeping paint- 
ing of religion and a woman. Into the 
Bowmans’ Main Street home comes a@ 
revivalist preacher who is to conduct tent 
meetings for a week’s harvest of souls. 
Bowman is a drunkard. His wife is 
filled with religious ecstasy and is 
gradually overcome with a physical and 
spiritual need for the strapping and pow- 
erful soul-saver. The worship of her 
God and her preacher grows confusing 
and the loathing for the pudgy sot whe 
is her husband finally drives her into 
poisoning him. But to have the preacher's 
wife show up after 18 years and to drag 
in at the end a coroner, a sheriff and a 
doctor to escort her away in an Ophelia- 
like madness, the play gets a bit thick. 
Up to this point Bride of the Lamb is 
searching, powerful, sharp-edged and ex- 
tremely human. The smell of the people 
is upon it. There are the petty joys 
and sorrows, the emotions, the embar- 
rassments—particularly the embarrass- 
ments, almost too real. There is the 
naturalness of life in the speech and in 
the action. The characters are true. All 
and all, it is everyday brought gently in- 
to the theater. 

Miss Brady gets under the very_ skin 
of the wife. During the early scenes she 
seems to try a little too hard to be homey 
but when she begins to loosen the emo- 
tions she carries everything with her. 
Crane Wilbur, too, is immense as the 
Reverend Albaugh. The two shoulder 
practically the whole play and they 
seldom falter, keeping the pitch con- 
stantly keying higher as they progress. 

Edmund Elton does well with the 
thankless part of the husband but has lit- 
tle opportunity as he is kept off stage 
near the bot@e and its adjacent place- 
te-sleep-it-off most of the performance. 

Atline Blackburn gives such an excel- 
lent portrayal of the Bowman “brat” 
that one longs to climb over the foot- 
lights and slap her. Julia Ralph is amus-

Film Czar Kids 
Exhib. in Talk 


New York, April 3—wWill H. Hays, film 
czar, facetiously attacked the exhibitor 
for his stupidity in. an address before 
the Advertising Club here Wednesday af- 
ternoon, but proved himself quick to as- 


severate that misleading motion picture 
advertising since his reign has been 
abated to @ large degree. This does not 


include, as one exhibitor pointed out, the 
trend in the producing field to tack titles 
to stories so that they will attract in 
the Barnum manner, or the practice of 
selecting only those stories that have “ad- 
vertising and exploitation value”, irre- 
spective of their intrinsic worth, with 
the result that the dramatic and musical 
comedy stage has become a popular field 
of descent. 

In chiding the exhibitor for the methods 
of advertising he sometimes uses, Hays 
cited a theater owner near New York 
who advertised for a special children's 
matinee “that great animal picture”, 
Black Oren. 

In bygoge years, the film mogul! stated, 


much worse examples were common In 
advertising Elsie Ferguson in A _ Doll's 
House, one theater urged “bring the kid- 
dies”, while another called The Four 
Hors€men of the Apocalypse “a great 
cowboy drama”. Confirming Hays’ sus- 
picions of exhibitor stupidity, he stated 
one theater offered a picture “by that 
great woman author, Mae Terlinck, who 


wrote The Blue Bird.” 

Mr. Hays failed to recount, however, 
that Carl Laemmle once changed the title 
of one of his pictures called The Optimist 
because “people wouldn't know an op- 
timist was an eye-doctor.”

and technique. What was billed as Songs

Spagnuola and Carme Carme, with Carlo 
Ferretti, baritone, featured, and offered 
with the assistance of a capable male

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Recruiting Future Audiences for Tent Shows 
HE remarkable hold which dramatic 
tent shows exercise over successive 
generations in the communities which 

have to depend upon them for drama 

is pointed out by Harry L. Dixson in 
writing of the Jessie Colton Show: 

ie Colton is a most remarkable 

woman. Not only has she been in the 

show business all of her life but she has 
raised five children and put them in 
the business also. Recently she was 
playing leads opposite one of her sons 
with a granddaughter doing the soubrets 
on the show. That sounds strange to 
those of us who do not know the faith- 


ful following that actors have in the 
smaller places. When they go to see the 
Jessie Colton show they all expect to 
see ‘Miss Jessie’, as they all lovingly call 
her, and there would be just a tinge of 


disappointment if they did not see her 
playing the leads as they have associated 
her with them so _ long. Like Sarah 
Bernhardt they expect her to act and not 
be just seen. 

“Here is an incident that Mr. Richard- 
sen writes that is worth quoting verbatim. 
‘I had a funny experience about six years 


ago. We were playing in Chatsworth, 
Til, and a baby started crying in the 
tent and the mother brought it outside. 


I was on the door that night and I asked 
the lady if the little girl would like a 
drink of water. She said no, there was 
nothing to make her cry btwt temper. 
‘Well,’ I replied, ‘if I was sure it was 
just temper IT would do a little spanking.’ 
The lady started to laugh and said: ‘I 
haven’t the heart to spank her, even tho 
she does need it, for I can remember the 
worst whipping my mother ever gave me 
was 35 years ago when I was a kid 
and I started to cry at Jessie Colton’s 
show in the old Opera House. And now 
my kid is paying me back by doing the 
same thing.’ 

“Hidden in this little narrative is one 
phase of the tent-show business that. the 
present-day producer has thrown into the 
discard.” It is just this—no woman with 
a baby in arms is ever turned down by 


a tent-show manager. The next season 
the baby may be able to walk, but it 
mes with its mother and its other 


hrothers and sisters to see the show. If it 
happens to be a boy the chances are that 
it will later on be on hand to help nut 
up the tent when it arrives in town. That 
age is outgrown and then later on he 
comes around some night with a young 
wife that he will introduce to the man- 
ager with a just pride. And on the next 
return of the show there may be three of 
them—the third party being a babe in 
arms—and so the cycle goes on from year 
to year. That’s what I call making good 
and steadfast showgoers. The producers 
thought they were wise in ignoring the 
galleries and thus cutt'ng off about their 
only chance of making future patrons. 
The tent managers are pursuing the wiser 
course. And it is a matter of record that 
no branch of the show business has held 
as long or consistent following as the 
tents have.” 


British Actors Protest Amateur Menace 


The menace of 400,000 organized ama- 
teur actors is looming large on the 
horizon of the British actors. According 
to advices from London every big store 
and company has its own dramatic or- 
ganization. 

The British actors might view this 
competition with a more complacent eye 
but for the fact that the more pretentious 
of these amateur organizations are not 
eontent with competition on their own 
territory but go out and hire’ the 
legitimate theater for weekends and 
even entire weeks, shutting out the pro- 
fessionals who would otherwise play 
there. 

A mass meeting to protest against 
practices is to be held in London 
at which Sir Johnston Forbes-Robertson 
will preside.

“What the authors and managers want 
‘ good, honest hired man (and he 
will not get $50,000 a year), who will 
settle individual disputes between them 
regarding the value of motion picture 
rights in their plays. To suggest that 
a man of the political genius of Al Smith 
should waste his talents in settling such 
disputes is laughable. Our government 
in Washington is certainly in need of a 
few statesmen and here is one of the 
highest rank—in fact, a man undoubtedly 
of presidential cal ber—and vet my good 
romantic friends’are suggesting that he 
= become the Will Hays of the thea- 
er. 
_ “The mistake these gentlemen make js 
in assuming that Will Hays is in any 
sense the ‘Czar’ of the movies; he is 
rather the ‘goat’ of the movies, for he 
is blamed whenever a good play like 
Rain or The Firebrand is denied produc- 
tion in the motion pictures, and is given 
no credit at all by the public for the 
very excellent work he and his organiza- 
tion are doing in other lines. The theater 
undoubtedly needs more glamour, but tet 
us get it in our productions and not in 
newspaper drool about royalty.” 


New York Times Editorial 

Tho The Billboard has already printed 
in full the editorial from The New York 
Times of March 22 we feel that our mem- 
bers would appreciate a repetition of the 
lines which directly affect us. 

“Actors, once reputed to have the very 
lowest order of mental equipment, have 
steadily perfected an organization con- 
spicuous for its common sense, its liberal 
forethought and its power. 

“As regards some of their tricks the 
managers have been protected against 
themselves by the Actors’ Equity con- 
tract. They are forced to keep agree- 
ments and conduct themselves. with 
human decency toward the folk who are 
their stock in trade. 

“As regards the abuses commonly as- 
sociated with the closed shop the Ac- 
tors’ Equ'‘ty Association has been guilt- 
less and the Dramatists’ Guild may be 
trusted to be equally temperate and just. 
Neither ‘shop’ is closed to members of its 
own profession. Any one can join and 
receive every benefit by paying incon- 
siderable dues. It was chiefly in order to 
insure an tncome sufficient to its great 
work that the Actors’ Equity insisted 
that its members play only with those 
enrolled.”

According to a recent Council ruling 
members transferring from the Chorus 
Equity to the Actors’ Equity must pay 
the difference in the initiation fee re- 
quired by the Chorus Equity and that 
required by the Actors’ Equity for Junior 
members. Our initiation fee is $5, the 
initiation fee for Junior members of the 
Actors’ Equity is $10. In other words, 
members who transfer must pay an ad- 
ditional $5 plus the difference of 50 cents 
a month in dues. 

It is important that every member of 
the association get a copy each month of 
the Equity magazine.. This magazine is 
the official organ of the association and 
contains information regarding new rul- 
ings adopted by the Council from time to 
time. Owing to the prevalence of incor- 
rect addresses not more than fifty per 


cent of the membership ever get the 
Equity magazine. Be sure we have your 
correct address. 


Beginning April 1 there will be an ad- 
ditional 25-cents fine for delinquent mem- 
bers. Those who are paid to November, 
1925, and who owe $7 in March, will 
owe $7.25 in April. In other words their 
delinquency will have cost them more 
than a month’s dues. There is no reason 
for members paying a delinquency fine. 
If you are uable to pay dues you can 
always get an extension; if you are 
able to pay it is an obligation which 
should be met at once for your own 
protection—the Equity is a species of 
accident insurance.

There is bread satire on life in New 
York City in The Moon Is a Gong, by John 
Dos Passos, at the Cherry Lane, If you 


is the soft-muscled, cry-easy cousin, played 
with proper Jubrication by. Agnes Gildea. 
Lewis Leverett gives distinctness of in- 
dividuality to his very different parts— 
the Train Porter and the Publicity Expert. 
Tom (Allyn Jossiyn) and Jane (Helen 
Chandler) are the two pilgrims seeking 
their souls or happiness or the meaning 
of life in the great crush and babble. Miss 
Chandler strives to give volume to the 
part of Jane and is neat and tidy to look 
upen. The usual starved quality of Miss 
Chandler's young-old voice stands in the 
way of her playing with any palpitation 
that the audience can feel, altho they may 
sense that she is working very earnestly. 
Mr. Josslyn makes a good impression as 
an average young man making his way in 
the world. Josslyn has mental energy, to- 
gether with bodily relaxation, which 
makes a good combination to work with. 
He has clear voice and distinct speech, and 
always gives the impression of having 
something to say when he says it: 


The tyranny of religious mania is the 
subject of Devils,a new American play, by 
Daniel N. Rubin, at Maxine Elliott's 
Theater, New York. Here is self-centered, 
soul-destroying religion of the back- 
woods. The play is effective in present- 
ing its case seriously with the brutality 
oy such “holiness” rigorously presented. 
The actors, as a whole, have a good com- 
mand of Southern dialect, and one speech 
by the nother (Jennet Adair) is stamped 
with local color, Company ts coming to 
the house, but the mother leaves the 
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room saying: ‘I ain't feelin’ 
nor bein’ saw.” 

There are weak spots in the play and 
one is due to the fact that Jennie (Ruth 
Mero), the girl who is the sacrifice of 
religious persecution, is so everlasting! 
the under dog. How much this could be 
corrected in the acting is hard to say, b 
Miss Mero’s whole expression is so en- 
tirely an expression of shrinking 
surrender without any potential values of 
personal courage or intuitive judgment or 
initiative that she is a pale personality 
compared to Amos (Reed Brown). This 
still leaves a tragic vigor in the general 
outlines of the play, but it sacrifices tl 
inevitable convincingness of certain 
scenes. In these respects the play in 
motivated on mere character rather than 
on character plus personality. Amos has 
character plus personality. The part is

so written and so played by Mr. Reed. 
Jennie has a “good” character but no 
personality to make her struggle for 


goodness interesting. She is doomed from 
the moment she first enters the door. The 
part is so written and Miss Mero makes 
no addition to this single quality of 
goodness. Her voice thruout the play 
suggests good character but no force of 
character or personality. From the audi- 
ence we may pity her, but we do not 
fight for her. We merely look upon her. 

In the sketch Good Old Smill, in The 
Bunk of 1926, Smill (a faithful old 
servitor) had character—he was loyal. 
When the funds of his mistress ran 
out he reminded her that he had an in- 
surance policy made out in her name. 
His last service was to allow himself’ to 
be shot so that she could get the insur- 
ance. He served the drinks, however, be- 
fore he finally lost his legs and fell to 
the floor. This is character. The master 
who shot him had no character but he 
had personality. We laugh at Smill but 
applaud his master, for he did the more 
human thing of the two. 


Dramatists rely on character for the 
sake of motivating a plot, but it is per- 
sonality with or without character that 
makes the play humanly strong and con- 
vincing, all other things being equal. 
Now the dog which doesn’t come onto the 
stage in Devils has more personality than 
Jennie. By instinct he knows when Amos 
is going to run away, and, after he has 
gone, the dog howls and makes the night 
hideous with his moaning. When th 
father goes out to shoot the dog we hold 
our breath and fight for his life. We 
don’t fight for Jennie because she has no 
virtue outside of obedience. She its more 
onesided than the dumb animal 


To take a scientific definition: “Char- 
acter is generally used when viewing the 
individual from the standpont of his re- 
actions to the more conventionalized and 
standardized situations (conventions, 
morals, etc.). Personality includes not 
only these reactions but also the more 
individual and personal adjustments and 
capacities as well as their history.” 


The father (David Landau) in Devils 
has no character but he has personality. 
He makes individual adjustments by be- 
ing a tyrant over his family and by 
keeping Jennie’ as his personal property. 
The preacher (John Cromwell) has more 
character (religious convention) than 
personality, testing him by various situa- 
tions in the play. His leadership is 
partly dependent on personality, else he 
could not rule his community in all its 
affairs, but when we expect his per- 
sonality, his instinct and judgment of 
human nature to make him suspicious 
of the father’s relations with the girl he 
has neither instinct nor judgment—one 
of his weak spots in the play. In the two 
extremes of the play. represented by the 
preacher who is saving the world and 
the girl who is the particular object to 
be saved, the play is weak. In making 
these individuals types of character they 
have lost the more interesting and con- 
vincing qualities of personality. In Sun 
Up we recall the richness of personality 
in every character.

theaters have just scrapped the run of Th 
Gold Rush which was playing a quick 
repeat. This was thru the releases being 
so numerous that most everyhody who 
likes pictures has seen it and conse- 
quently business was not up to normal. 


Kine Variety Business 


A new angle has been bronght forward 
with regard to this. Some of the audi- 
ences in the smaller towns, where the 
kine-variety stuff has been introduced, 
think that this is so because the films 
are getting weak and that the actors are 
injected to give full measure, If therefore 
the acts are at all weak the whole show 
flops because the said patrons cannot be 
now gotten to think that the pictures can 
be better. This idea is fostered because 
when some of the bigger pictures are 
screened vaudeville acts are eliminated. 
Glasgow is getting a rather bad reputa- 
tion in the split-week question, as some 
of the houses there play three changes of 
acts a week and the unhappy result ‘s 
that the immediate competitor is forced to 
do likewise. This argument, of course, 
applies in like ratio to any picture hous 
and also is no doubt in the minds of some 
vardevie managements This summer 
may perhaps greatly enlarge our knowl- 
edge of which way the managerial wind 
blows.

The money, it is ‘alleged, 
was borrowed by her deceased husband 
from the Octagon Films, Inc., of which 
Houdini was appointed trustee when that 
company went bankrupt on December 
1, 1922. 

In examining the estate of the de- 
ceased the magician found that there 
had been some $700,000 worth of stock 
purchased by the defendant’s late 
husband, but which, it was alleged, had 
not been pa‘d for. Mrs. Fischer declared 
that she was not familiar with the af- 
fairs of her husband ‘while he was alive 
and that after his death in March, 1922, 
she could not find any books or records 
of the film company. 


Alla Rageh Loses Car in Fire 


Alla Rageh, who has been playing thru 
Kentucky for the past several weeks, re- 
cently had a break of hard luck. In mak- 
ing his jump to Danville he suffered the 
loss of his car and the greater part of his 
equipment when they caught fire. Harry 
Blackburn, Alla’s assistant, suffered sev- 
eral burns in trying to salvage part of 
the equipment. The loss of the car, a 
sport touring, and the baggage amounted 
to about $3,000, according to reports.

MOVIE PRESENTATIONS 


It may be a bit unreasonable to ex- 
pect a get: -together between the motion 
picture and spoken entertainment, but 
the signs are wavering in that direc- 
tion. 

The use of vaudeville and 
comedy features to augment film pro- 
grams is increasing each week. At 
present one of the chief troubles with 
these presentations, from an economical 
standpoint, is that they are bringing a 
large number of untalented newcomers 
and novices into the theater.

Urged for Dade County Fair, Miami, Fla.-— 
That or No Fair, Say Eair Officials 


Miami, Fla. March 31—tThe au- 
thorities of the Dade County Fair at a 
meeting held following this year’s fair 
took the stand that the fair must have 
a permanent plant for a Pan-American 
exposition or be discontinued. 

This year’s fair was Dade County's 
30th, and officials said that never again 
would they face the risk of housing a 
$1,000,000 display beneath unstable can- 
vas roofs. 

The fair recently closed set new rec- 
ords for attendance, and the exhibits 
were numerous and extremely varied. 
In all probability steps will be taken to 
provide adequate quarters for exhibits 
in coming fairs. 

“Either the Dade County Fair must 
expand or die,” said J. A. Rainey, secre- 
tary and manager. “For the old-time 
county fair the death knell has sounded. 
What p@ople want and need today is an 
exposition of the life and progress of 
the people. That means’ expensive, 
elaborate displays such as can be housed 
only in permanent and suitable buildings. 

“Located at the point in the United 
States nearest South America, Miami is 
the ideal location for a fair of interna- 
tional nature. All the wealth of products 
from the southern continent should be 
brought to this country by way of Miami. 
With a deeper waterway it will be pos- 
sible to do that. Machinery such as was 
exhibited in our industrial displays 
should be sent to South America for ex- 
hibition there.”

Doing Good Work 
In Interest of Fairs

Splendid work in-the interest of fairs— 
especially State fairs—is beipg done by 
the Office of Exhibits of the Departmen 
of Agriculture at Washington, i: jx re. 
vealed in a report submitted by Senator 
Frank D. Fuller, president of the In- 
ternational Association of Fairs and Ex- 
positions, who recently spent a week in 
Washington inspecting the work of the 


division 
report on his 


Senator Fuller's 
follows 

1 reached Washington the morning of 
Thursday, March 11, and spent the 
greater part of the next three days jn 
conference with Mg. Hiscox, and in jn. 
specting the activities of his division. | 
was greatly surprised at the magnitude 
and efficiency of the department. 
has a fine force, well organized 
splendid work. 

The office force and mechanical de- 
partment occupy an entire floor of one 
of the temporary office buildings erected 
during war time. Another entire floor 
is used in arranging and setting up ex- 
hibits Across the river at Alexandria 
the department has quite a_ substantial 
warehouse for its exclusive use 

I believe that we, as fair managers, 
do not realize how fully we are sponsors 
for the department, and in a way respon- 
sible for its activities and the use mad 
of its funds. Prior to 1920 the denart- 
ment had an annual appropriation of 
some $3,000 to pay the salary of the 
“chief”. In addition, from time to time, 
as exhibits were desired for some special 
event, an appropriation was made to 
cover the cost of preparing these exhibits 
Then in 1920 the American Association 
of Fairs and Expositions was _ instru- 
mental in securing an appropriation of 
$100,000 for the purpose of preparing 
exhibits for and displaying same at Stat: 
fairs and expositions. This appropriation 
was secured almost entirely thru our 
efforts, has been continued from year to 
year since at“about the same figure and 
is Known as th “State Fair Fund” and 
under the law can be used only for mak- 
ing exhibits for State fairs and approved 
agricultural expositions. 

Since 1920 the International Associa- 
tion of Fairs and Expositions has had 
little to do with the annual renewal of 
this fund. The organizations that have 
been receiving the greatest benefit from 
the Office of Exhibits are the National 
Dairy Show and the International Live- 
Stock Exposition. Most of the exhibits 
prepared from year to year are prepared 
for one or the other of these two shows 
and later used in some modified form at 
the State fairs. . The Inter-State Fair at 
Sioux City, Ia... has come in for some 
special exhibits from time to time for its 
Boys and Girls’ Club Sch ol. 

The budget and expense accounts of 
the office show that after maintaining the 
office the balarice of the funds have been 
used very largely in promoting the Dairy 
Show and the International. A com- 
paratively small part of the fund is used 
in making exhibits at State fairs. 

The records also show that Mr. Skin- 
ner and his organization have been quite 
active in having the appropriation re- 
newed from year to year, while the rest 
of us have done very little. 

Many requests are made to the office 
from time to t'me to have exhibits made 
at various kinds of conventions and 
gatherings, but under the present law the 
office is not able to grant these requests 
The question arises, should the work of 
the office be enlarged, and if so. along 
what lines? 

I find that when tha exhibits are sent 
out to the fairs they are sent in charg: 
of employees of some of the various 
bureaus connected with the Department 
of Agriculture. These employees have & 
very limited expense account ($5 per day 
in some cases and $4 per day in others) 
This allowance must pay for board and 
lodging and all incidental personal ex- 
penses except transportation costs. Any 
deficit must be made up out of the 
pockets of these employees. That being 
the case, we can hardly expect those In 
charge of the exhibits to have a pleasant 
smile at all times during fair week. 

Just at present the office is busy *' 
work preparing exhibits for the Sesqu'- 
centennial at Philadelphia, $100,000 hav- 
ing been set aside for that purpose from

Albany, N. ¥., March 31.—The passage x 
of a bill before the State Legislature for 
the construction of a headquarters build- 
ing with dormitories for the bovs and 
girls’ department of the State Fair at 
Syracuse is being urged by those having ' 
the interests of the boys and. girls at 
heart. Daniel Chase, State supervisor of 
physical education, is quoted as saying: 
“The conditions under which t** boys 
and girls live at the fair are hopelessly 
inadequate. Lieutenant Governor Low- 
man said that no good breeder would 
house his cattle, his dogs or his swine 
in the quarters where the boys and girls 
now vy during Fair week.” 

The’ bill now in committee carries an 
appropriation of $150,000 for the con- 
struction of a two-story building. The 
ground floor is to be an exhibit hall 
where the boys and girls will demon- 
strate; above the exh‘bit hall will be 
two dormifories, one for the boys and 
one for the girls, having accommoda- 
tions for 500.

“Fat” Murch Dies Suddenly 


Death Allegedly Results From Throat Be- 
ing Cat With a Razor 


Report reached The Billboard early last 
week from Macon, Ga.,. that Vaughn 
(Fat) Murch, legal adjuster with th 
K. G. Barkoot Shows, which had ex- 
hibited at Macon two weeks, had died 
early, Sunday, March 28. at a local hos- 
pital shortly after getting his throat cut. 
allegedly with a razor in the hands of 
one Lucius Denham, a “poler” of the 
show-train crew. Murch had been with 
the Barkoot Shows a number of con- 
secutive seasons, with the exception of 
last year, when he was with the Greater 
Sheesley Shows. According to the re- 
port, Denham had been “boisterous” on 
the show grounds on Saturday night, and 
had been told by Murch to leave th: 
grounds and get some “rest” so as to be 
able to assist in loading the train for its 
departure for Atlanta, and left, but later 
returned. One press report stated that 
at the coroner’s inquest witnesses stated 
that Denham refused to be “ordered” by 
Murch, who placed his hands on Den- 
ham’s shoulders and again urged him to 


go to bed, and the latter slashed at 
Murch, severing his left jugular vein, 
then ran, Murch following him a few 


steps, with blood spurting from the open 
wound, but after a few steps fell to the 
ground) Murch was rushed to the hos- 
pital. but lived only about an hour. Den 
ham was placed under arrest, and, ac- 
cording to report from Macon March 28, 
was being-held in the Bibb County jail on 
a formal charge of murder following a 
verdict of the coroner’s jury.
